Claim 1 remains rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Plant Breeder's Right application 
number, 98-1506, (Canada) in view of Applicant's admission that the claimed miniature rose variety 'POULset' is 
described in application number, 98-1506, in Canada, which was published on February 4, 1999, more than one year 
prior to the filing date of the instant application. 

Applicant has acknowledged that the claimed plant was in the public domain more than one year prior to 
the filing date disclosed in U.S. application serial # 09/61 1,215 (paper no. 3).
